2. Amendment of claims 11-12, cancellation of claims 1 -1 0, and addition of 
claims 13-34 In Paper No. 0704, dated July 28, 2004, is acknowledged. No new 
matter is found. Claims 1 1-34 are pending in the case. 

Response to Amendment 

3. Since claims 1-10 have been cancelled, therefore, the rejection of claims 
1-10 under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, and the rejection of claims 1-3 under 
35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, is obviated. Since claims 13-34 are 
commensurate in with the scope of the instant Invention, therefore, claims 11-34 
are prosecuted in the case.

Reasons for Allowance 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 13-23, 25-34 are neither anticipated nor rendered obvious over the 
art of record, and therefore are allowable. This invention relates to process for 
the manufacture of 3-amino-pyrrolidine derivative. The closest prior art of record 
is Sanchez's US 4,916,141, discloses (s)-7-(3-amino-1-pyn^olidinyl)-1- 
cyclopropyl-6-fluoro-1 ,4-dlhydro-4-oxo-1 ,8-naphthyridine-3-carboxyiic acid. The 
difference between instant claims and Sanchez's is that the Instant starting 
material (i.e., compounds of formula II) is not used. The limitation of "amino 
protection group" and "protected hydroxy group" of the variables Z\ R^°, or X of 
formula (II), (III), (IV) or (V) is disclosed in the specification, see page 5. lines 11- 
25. Suggestion for modification of prior art to obtain the instant processes, has 
not been found. Claims 13-23, 25-34 are allowed.
